Crowley said tonight he would con- 
fer with Wayne County Prosecutor 
Duncan C. McCrea Wednesday on 
plans to unearth details of the so- 
ciety’s activities and would discuss 
reports McCrea had signed an ap- 
plication for membership in the 
hooded society in 1934, 

Even’ as these plans were an- 
nounced, William Smith, 55-year- 
old farmer of near Waynesfield, 
Ohio, told authorities he had been 
beaten, imprisoned and had his life 
threatened by the Black Legion 
when he rebelled during the initiation 
ceremony. 

Waynesfield is 15 miles south of 
Lima, Ohio, where VY. F. Effinger, 
whom McCrea has sought for ques- 
tioning, asserted the Black Legion has 
more than 6,000,000 members and 
that “it will go right ahead promot- 
ing the best interests of America and 
American citizens, despite the unfor- 
tunate affair in Detroit.’

U.S. Policy Is Raw Cotton Export 
Rather Than Fight tor Textile Sale 


(Copyright, 1936, by United Press.) 

WASHINGTON, May 26.—(UP)— 
The United States will not shift pres- 
ent cotton policies relatively favorable 
to growers for any program intended 
artifically to expand textile manufac- 
ture and export, a United Press can- 
vass of expert opinion indicated to- 
night. 

The view among some textile indus- 
trialists that the ultimate interests of 
the United States lie in lower raw 
cotton prices. and bounties to textile 
manufacturers and exporters finds ex- 
pert opinion unresponsive. 

Preponderant opinion here seemed 
to be that the exportation of raw cot- 
ton rather than the artificial stimu- 
lation of textile sales abroad seemed 
to serve the greater national economic 
interest. 

Intention to raise cotton textile tar- 
iffs June 20 precipitated widespread 
expert speculation on broad phases of

Exceptions 
are countries such as Brazil, which 
has both raw cotton and _ cotton- 
textiles industries, and a few coun- 
tries which put some tax on raw 
cotton for revenue reasons.

Newspapers, radios and public ad- 
dress systems are making the eyes and 
ears of the United States aware today 
of the greatest campaign for street 
and highway safety ever conducted. 

The Constitution Safety Council is 
glad to have had a pioneering part in 
the unending drive to save lives by 
safety in this part of the country.

I hesitate to 
give my opinion, because I had a most 
impressive lesson in the fallibility of 
opinion when, after 30 years of ab- 
sence, I visited again the swimming 
hole where I had learned to swim and 
dive. In my opinion that pool had al- 
ways ranked with Hudson's bay and 
the Gulf of Mexico as a body of water, 
whereas I found the cows actually 
had to wait their turn for a drink 
there. Now it seems to me that more 
people keep more teeth nowadays, and 
I attribute this preservation of one of 
the characteristics of vigor and youth 
to two factors, namely, better nutri- 
tion and better dentistry. I may be all 
wrong about this. It is merely my 
opinion. 

A corporation practicing medicine 
by mail (and getting away with it for 
years without the lifting of an eye- 
brow by the American Medical As- 
sociation) kept the general profession 
quiet by passing out occasional impos- 
ing reports.

curs, unless it is promptly smoothed 
out or filled by the dentist, it har- 
| bors food particles etc., which condi- 
' tion favors bacterial growth or some- 
| thing—anyway, the fissure presently 
becomes a cavity. The teacher, dentor, 
/research scientist, dentist, expert or 
authority whose name lends distinction 
to this teaching unequivocally assert- 
ed that “brushing cannot keep it clean. 
| Food immediately gets in the crack

| That's precisely what I’ve been try- 
ing to teach for many years, but my 
|severest critics are the old-fashioned 
dentists—who still seem to think that 
the way to save teeth is to brush them 
everlastingly. I have brushed mine only

| Years, but I'll pit my teeth against 
| those of any one of my age who has 
brushed his faithfully. 
_ Even the dentists will comprehend 
eventually, as the doctors generally 
recognize now, that the preservation 
‘of the teeth is a question of (1) bet- 
_ter nutrition and (2) better dentistry. 
Retter nutrition is mainly a matter 
of keeping milk, eggs and cheese in 
your daily ration, cultivating the fresh 
greens and salad vegetables and get- 
‘ting enough vitamins.

“IT hope they don’t try to make 
me another Fred Astaire,” said the 
dancer between bites of lunch in 
Sardi’s restaurant.

New Set of Rules. 

In the new set of rules, which are 
technical for the most part, lawyers 
are admonished to avoid “personali- 
ties” in arguments and to “bow grace- 
fully to the rulings of the court.” 
They are instructed not to introduce 
evidence or testimony which they 
know will be ruled out. 


A committee of seven is to be ap- 
pointed to investigate all charges 
against lawyers, for report to the 
judges. Another committee of three 
is to be selected to pass on out-of- 
state bar applicants. 

Jurors Transferable. 


A departure from custom will be 
the use of jurors in either criminal 
or civil divisions as a means. of 
lessening the expense of the court. 
When jurors are ‘not busy in one di- 
vision, they will be transferred for 
| possible use to the other, Thus, if 
| jurymen impaneled for a criminal case 
are made idle through failure of wit- 
nesses to appear, they ean be put to 
work in a civil court if a trial there 
can be started. 

A presiding judge will be in charge 
of the four civil divisions and a di- 
recting judge in charge of criminal 
business. It will be the duty of these 
judges to facilitate speed in the courts 
as much as possible. 

They will impanel jurors, send cases 
to other courts, hear motions and 
habeas corpus petitions, prepare calen- 
dars, preside over the two permanent 
assembly rooms and make every effort 
to keep all judges working at all 
times. When not engaged in these 
| duties, the presiding and directing 
judges will try jury cases themselves. 

To Direct Clerks. 
They will direct the calendar clerks 


who will make up trial lists monthly | 
and weekly. 

To speed up criminal] trials, the 
calendar clerk of the solicitor gen- 
eral’s office will make a list of wit- 
nesses needed in trials for the next 
week and a bailiff will serve the sub- 
poenaes. If service is perfected on 
enough witnesses for the state to make 
out its case, then the trial will be 
put on the next week’s calendar. 
However, if important witnesses are 
not subpoenaed, then the case will g0 
over until the following week. 

Endeavoring to eliminate delays of 
all kinds, the bar association and the 
judges have created a number of other 
new rules of a minor nature which 
will tend to facilitate speed.

“A man of blood and iron!” 

That is what many persons called 
him. When he first held high public 
office, he said, “The great questions 
of the time will have to be decided 
. « « by blood and iron.” 


ture’ of King Wilhelm I. 


His full name wes Otto Eduard 
Leopold, Prince von Bismarck— 
Schoenhausen, but he is known in his- 
tory as Prince Bismarck or just “Bis- 
marck.” He was not a member of the 
royal family, but was given the rank 
of prince because of the work he did. 
King William I, of Prussia, supposed 
that. Bismarck was a great helper of 
the country, but he probably did more 
barm than good. His deeds had some- 
thing to do with bringing on the

Chief Justice Alfred A. Wheat, of the 
District of Columbia supreme court, 
today .promised an early decision in 
an injunction suit brought by four 
utility companies to challenge the con- 
stitutionality of the Public Works Ad- 
ministration’s $200,000,000 power pro- 
gram. 

He took the case under advisement 
after Newton D. Baker, attorney for 
the power companies, had condemned 
the 1935 emergency relief act as an 
illegal delegation of congressional au- 
thority, “which gives the President 
$4,800,000,000 to spend in any way 
he pleases.” 

Baker asked-the court to forbid the 
allotment of PWA funds for the con- 
struction of 10 municipal power pro)- 
ects, scattered through Alabama, Tex- 
as, Oklahoma and Iowa.
